Applicants note that an Interview Summary was mailed September 19, 2007, for 
the captioned application. Hence, in accordance with 37 C.F.R. § § 1.2 and 1.133, and 
MPEP § 713.04, Applicants' undersigned representative provides the following statement 
of the substance of the interview held with the Examiner Laura L. McGillem regarding 
the captioned application. 

Applicants' representative telephoned the Examiner on December 11, 2007, to 
discuss the pending claims of the present application. The Examiner commented that the 
present claims were directed to a method of producing biomolecules in context of the 
chemistry used to carry out the method, and certain aspects or elements of the claimed 
method had been described in the art. In addition to discussing claims 11 and 15-16, 
Applicants noted the specification disclosed that the method could be automated. The 
Examiner and Applicants discussed the possibility of amending the claims to add 
limitations that further distinguished the claimed method from QIAGEN.
